“( 1 ) The drugs shall be purchased only from a dealer or a manufacturer 
licensed under these rules, and records of such purchases showing 
the names and quantities of such drugs, together with their batch 
numbers and the names and addresses of the manufacturers shall 
be maintained. Such records shall be open to inspection by an 
Inspector appointed under the Act, who may, if necessary, make
